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Howling Blizzard Creeps Across Midwest

A howling blizzard is creeping across Ihu upper Midwest today, 


after dumping up lo 10 inches of snow, stranding hundreds of 
motorists and closing stores, industries and schools. 


Two deaths were blamed on the storm in Minnesota. 
The Minneapolis-Si. Paul area braced for high winds and up to 


three inches of snow by tonight, and travelers' warnings and snow 
predictions were posted in Minnesota, Iowa and northwest Wis- 
consin.

The National Weather Service said the blizzard —• the worst on 


record for this time of year — was moving in a norlh-nnrthcst 
direction at about 10 mph. The low pressure area fed by cold 


Canadian air spun a cold front slicing the nation from Minnesota 
to Louisiana. 


(The southwestern Michigan forecast calls for falling tempera- 


tures,'snow tonight and Friday, lows in the 20s and highs in the , 
ItOs. Chance of rain or snow through Monday and a slow warming 
trend. But no blizzard warnings.) 
'John Graf, mctrologisl at the weather service office ;in Min- 
neapolis, said "very critical" weather conditions would! continue 
through today because of the "sluggish1; system.

Blizzard warnings posted Wednesday; remained in effect today 


in northwestern portions of the state. SnowfalUiad-tapered off, but 
gusty winds blew drifts up to six feet deep. 


Officials said the body of an unidentified elderly man was found 


Wednesday in snow in the Fergus Falls area, about 25 east of the 
North Dakota border.

To the north, in Thief River Falls, Mike Muzzy, 23, was reported 


crushed by snow-removing equipment on Wednesday. 


Most of the storm's punch — wiih winds gusting to C5 mph — 


was absorbed Wednesday by western Minnesota. Nebraska, Iowa 
and the Dakotas. 


Winds knocked down the top liOO feet of the 700-foot transmuting 


tower of KRSW, the KM station of Southwestern Minnesota Public 
Radio, south of Chandler. 


The Minnesota National Guard set up emergency shelters 


Wednesday and looked for people stranded in the hardest-hit areas 
of the slate. 


Fifty cars wore stuck in deep snow along Interstate !M near 


Fergus Falls. The sheriff's office said two turkey trucks were 
aiming vehicles stranded on state Highway 210 and many of the 
birds froze lo death. 


Hotels and motels were cnnvded Wednesday night. 
"We've got strangers ... sharing rooms." said Roger Dohrmaim, 


manager of the Castaway Hotel and Restaurant in Detroit Lakes, 
Minn, 


A motel owner in Alexandria, Minn., repwied turning away at 


least two dozen people. Guardsmen then turned an armory into a 
dormitory for weather refugees.

said. 


Two men were being held this 


morning for question ing after 


they were .slopped in Newaygo, 
some 70 miles away, about 2:!tl) 
a.m. today, Sehra said. The two 
were being transported lo the 
Allegan County Jail lute this 
morning, .Sehra said.

The man rejwrtedly identified 


himself as a Van Huron County 
Sheriff's deputy and ordered the 
two women from the store, 
Schra said. He said that the 
armed man apparently heard 
Strickfaden in a back room at 
Ihu business and the two women 
eNC'iipcd when thu gunman went 
to investigate the noise. 


The employees said they ran 


to a nearby house for help and 
returned to find Strickfaden's 
body outside the building, the 
sheriff reported. 


Schra said the victim was

She was subdued, handcuffed 


with her hands behind her back 
and placed in the back scat of

Department squad car. the-wit- 
nesses said. Nekvasil, in a 
Three Oaks Police Department 
squad car. and Briese, in his 
own auto, said they followed 
Lyons. 


The Tiiree Oaks officers tes- 


tified they were surprised when 
Lyons went to the fire station, 
which was deserted at the time, 
rather than Hie nearby police 
slation, 


Lyons, who wilnesscs said is a 


paramedic, told the court he 
went to the fire station because 


the girl required mcdiail treat- 
ment for a cut lip and he knew 
Ihere were medical supplies 
with the ambulance in the fire 
slation. 


The girl testified thai she and 


Lyons entered the fire slation 
alone while she was still cuffed. 
The officers said the cuffs were 
removed before (he patrolman 
and the girl entered.

Nekvasil told the court "there 
was nothing said about what 
was to happen in there."

Over Bare Knuckles

Tjxprhiblanl profits at the expense of 
•(he U.S. consumer and more than 
•hinted the Senate was pitting itself

' Tuesday night Ihe President in a 
brief, 
nationally 
televised 
speech 


directed a public appeal to help rescue 
his beleaguered program. 


In contrast to earlier comments, the 


speech, while not indicating much of a 
retreat from Carter's first battle line, 
was conciliatory. 


He called upon the Congress to face 


up to some very difficult decisions and 
he said the oil companies are entitled 
to a fair return on their investment in 
making the U.S. less dependent upon 
foreign petroleum imports. 


J)etente Just 
Serves Purposes 
Of Russians 


So detente is a two-way street, is it? 


The brazen attempt by the Soviet 
secret 
police 
to 
blackmail 
an 


American diplomat into spying for the 
Kremlin tells much about the Russian 
definition of detente. 


in (he Soviet Union to attend a 


UNESCO meeting, the diplomat, Con- 
stantine Warvariv, had his room 
broken into by a man who identified 


' himself as a member of the KGB. The 


agent produced a file he said contained 
.evidence the naturalized American 
had worked for the Nazis during World 
War II, and said he would publicize it 
if Warvariv did not agree to provide 
intelligence information for the Rus- 
sians. 
' ^Turned down by Warvariv, two 


' weeks later the Russians made public 


their collaboration charges. It is all 
very peculiar conduct. Breaking into a 
diplomat's room, threatening him with 
blackmail and attempting to force him 
to conduct espionage against his 
country may not be the worst conduct 
Soviet agents have been noted for, but 
in the civilized world such actions do 
not constitute -acceptable conduct 
among nations supposedly seeking 
closer tics. 


Detente, as with every other policy 


of the Kremlin, is used by the Rus- 
sians when they have something to 
gain and dropped when it serves no 
further purpose. In that connection, 
the State Department also has some 
explaining to do. Why was the incident 
kept hushed up for two weeks, and 
would it have been revealed at all if the 
Russians had not made their black- 
mail charges public? 


(A (Lilly newspaper published regular- 
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Ineal news pnn'ed in this newspaper as 
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He will sign. Carter stated, a 


Congressionally designed energy bill if 
it meets the following tests: 


"First, it is 
fair 
both 
to the 


American consumers and 
to the 


energy producers, and il will not 
disrupt our national economy. 


"Second, it is designed to meet our 


important goals for energy conserva- 
tion, promote a shift to more plentiful 
and permanent energy supplies, and 
encourage increased production of 
energy in the United States. 


"Third, it protects our federal bud- 


get from any unreasonable financial 
burden." 


While it is reasonably apparent 


Carter will not sign just anything 
drafted by Congress, his broadly slat- 
ed tests indicate he may compromise 
on some of Ihe more controversial 
seclions in a bill now being pul 
together in the Senate. 


Some signal in that direction ap- 


peared toward the close of his speech 
when Carter said it would .be wrong to 
lift prices on the so railed "old oil," 
that drawn from wells brought into 
production prior to 1973,, because it 
wmild allow a stepped up profit from 
the original production costs. Yet. he 
continued, an incentive to bring in 
"new oil" is in order. 


Presumably, Carter would take the 


same line on deregulating natural gas 
prices: No relief from what are ar- 
tificially depressed selling prices from 
existent wells, but a bonus for what 
future prospecting ipight deliver to 
market. 


Carter's point 
is well 
tha't 
the 


economy's future is bleak indeed 
unless durable solutions to the energy1 


problem, essentially the over depen- 
dence upon OPEC petroleum, are 
found. 


It is his solution which bothers more 


than the Senators disputing Jimmy's 
judgment. 


The Carter plan basically calls for 


taxing 
energy 
consumption 
at 


extremely high rates and then rebat- 
ing part of the proceeds back to the 
public. The balance would remain in 
the general fund. 


The theory is that if something costs 


more, the consumer will buy less of it. 


The positive lines in the While House 


blueprint are blurred. 


Carter talks strongly about shifting 


from oil and natural gas to coal. 


However, he defines this substitution 


as drawing upon the high sulphur coal 
taken from the eastern mines as op- 
posed to tin; low sulphur coal abound- 
ing in many western states. 


This is pure politics to .stimulate a 


depressed Appalachia and In appease 
western ennservalionists. 


Solar energy draws high praise from 


the While House, but l i t t l e is .said 
about encouraging the thechnology to 
put Old Sol lo work in mine, mill, fac- 
tory and home. 


Nuclear fueled power plants are a 


proven energy source today. 


They rank at the bottom (if Carter's 


priority 
list.

Oregon's McCall 


Still Popular' 


POHTLAND, Ore. He now 


lives and works here, but vir- 
tually every politician in Salem, 
the state capital nestled in the 
Willamette Valley 50 miles (0 
the south, is both haunted by his 
memory and intrigued by the 
possibility that he may soon 
seek to return there. 


The ubiquitous ghost of Salem 


politics is Thomas W. McCall, 
elected governor of Oregon in 
1966 
and rcclcctcd in 1970. 


There is no doubt in anyone's 
mind that he would still be state 
executive were it not for a con- 
stitutional limitation of two 
consecutive four-year terms. 


But there is no prohibition on 


non-consecutive terms, and all 
of Oregon stands poised for the 
expected announcement that he 
\vttl again run for governor next 
year. "Tom McCall is to Oregon 
as Queen Elizabeth is to 
England," says one astute ob- 
server. "You almost never hear 
any criticism." 


The man whose political 


career is most directly threa- 
tened 
by 
that 
potential 


challenge is Gov. Robert W. 
Straub, an affable, dedicated 
and exceptionally forthright 
•politician who was elected in 
1974 and makes no secret of his 
desire for a second term. 


McCall is a Republican and 


Slraub a" Democrat, but that 
distinction hardly matters in a 
state 
where 
progressive 


Hcpubllcans such as McCall and 
Sens. Mark Hatfield and Robert 
Packwood Invariably talk, act 
and 
vote 
like 
moderate 


Democrats. 


Oregon prides itself on having 


an exceptionally enlightened 
electorate 
whose 
favor 
is 


s\rayed far more often by issues 
than by personalities. But in 
this case, both men share a 
similar approach to governing 
the state. 


The ideological differences 


between McCall and Slraub are 
so blurred and trivial that the 
only factor of any apparent sig- 
nificance is McCall's oft-cited 
charismatic personality. 


ND loss nn authority on the 


.subject 
than 
Straub ack- 


nowledges his liabilities in that 
regard. In a recent interview 
with the Oregon'Statesman, the 
unusually 
candid 
governor 


explained: 


"People 
make 
inevitable 


comparisons between us. He's 
colorful, articulate and drama- 
tic. I'm more subdued, not 
flashy. He's more lovable than I 
am. He Just is. 


"I don't begrudge It In him. I 


can't be him. I'm old enough to 
know that we have to live with 
what we are. I wish I were a lot 
glibber and smoother and more 
urbane looking." 


There 
is 
unanimous 


agreement here that Slraub has 
suffered through what one poli- 
tician describes as "three years 
'of the worst public relations 
north of San Clemente." 


But Straub and his.aides in- 


sist that his accomplishments 
stand In sharp contrast with 
that poor Image. To offset 
McCall's edge In personality, 
the governor and his staff 
already are considering a high- 
risk campaign .to portray 
Straub's most criticized trait.— 
his 
easy-going, • 
almost 


lackadaisical manner — as an 
asset rather than a liability. 


At the same time, the political 


discussions with Straub's staff 
are increasingly riddled with 
ominous references to the pos- 
sibility of returning 
to an 


"imperial" governorship and 
self-serving contrasts between 
McCall's 
"theater" 
and 


Slraub's "substance." 


But Straub is painfully aware 


of a newspaper poll earlier this 
year, 
conducted 
by 
the 


Orcgonlan here, that showed 
him trailing McCall by a 53-28 
margin 
(with./ 19 pcrcenl 


undecided) in a statewide voter 
preference survey. 


The governor Is anxiously 


searching for 'the proper set of 
circumstances that will allow

dynamic leadership qualities so 
often ascribed lo McCall. "The 
kind of events haven't come 
along to allow me something to 
do," he says ruefully. ''I can't 
dummy something up."

by Carter has any standing or 
any constituency In his field of 
operation. Neither has the clout 
to dig in his heels and resist a 
ripotr. 


This column has already 


called attention to Carter's weak 
appointment in the Humanities, 
Joseph Duffey. a loser in Con- 
necticut politics but an early 
Carter backer, a protege of Sen. 
Claibornc Pell, and of no known 
competence in Ihe humanities 
field.

mate of Sen. Pell at Princeton, 
and 2) he has put in yeoman 
service as Pell's own adminis- 
trative assistant — arranging 
travel schedules, answering the 
more unimportant mail, going 
out for coffee and donuts. 


If Livingston Diddle Jr knows 


anything about the arta at all, it 
is certainly a \rell-kept secret. 


That this obscure go-fer will 


now bead up the $100 million 
Arts Endowment means only 
one thing: the Carter White 
House fell loo weak politically to 
resist this utterly shameless 
outrage on the part of Sen. Pell, 
a lawmaker of some seniority 
and cknit. Sen. Pell has simply 
torn these endowments away 
from the executive branch, put 
his own ciphers in charge, and 
brought them under his own ef- 
fective control.

According to Robinson, school 


officials have two areas govern- 
ing- their disciplinary actions 
against students: The concept of 
/•parents patria" — standing in 
for the parents, and the rights of 
students as extended by the 
courts, particularly precedent- 
setting cases since !!!!)(). 


Robinson said when dealing 


\\ith students, school officials 
can normally use the "parents 
patria" concept, which gives 
school 
officials 
"more 


flexibility" 
than 
law 
en- 


forcement and court officials. 
But when school officials are 
contemplating 
legal 
action 


against a student, they should 
follow procedures allowing all 
the legal rights set by the 
courts, he said. 


The legal rights allowed 


students, according to Robin- 
son, include the right to due 
process, the right to a hearing 
with a lawyer present, the right 
to cross-examine and confront 
witnesses, and Hie right to pro- 
tection against double jeopardy. 


As an example of when school 


officials 
should 
observe 


students' rights, Robinson cited 
a case where school officials 
received a tip that a student had 
a bag of pot in his locker. If of- 
ficials did not plan legal action 
against the student, they could 
conduct a ''reasonable" search 
of the locker because it is school 
"property, be said. But if legal 
action 
was t 
contemplated. 


Robinson said, the 
officials 


should contact the youngster's 
parents, the police, and obtain a 


search warrant to examine 
specific contents of the lock* r 


"The 
principal has tu use 


some common sense in these t 
eases." Robinson said. "I'm not 
lalking about the little tiling 
*. 


I'm talking about serious things 
f. 


with serious consequences."

"As background noise goes "up, the noise to 


attract attention lias to get louder." John 
Tyler said, softly. 
• . 


'"Dial's the fix nur society has got itself in. 


The background noise keeps going up. As one 
result, look what has happened to policc'and 
ambulance sirens. They can't get much 
kinder." 


If there is one thing that will cause John 


Tyler to raise his voice, it is noise. He doesn't 
like it. As an industrial engineer he ac- 
cumulated a string of patents For devices to 
keep down noise, and since his retirement in 
1970 he has Iwen working runtime battling' 
aircraft noise. 


"The technology is available now lo reduce . 


aircraft noise by half and at the same lime 
make airplanes more fuel efficient," he said. 


"But even if the first new airplane was or- 


dered today it would still be the year 2000 
lx.'ff)re the full impact would be fell, before 
(lie last of the noisy ones is gone. I'm afraid 
it's going to be noisy for quite somo time." 


.. Meanwhile., John Tyler heads a volunteer 
.organisation called the Center for the Study 
of Noise in Society. Its aim is to push 
legislation through Congress and hasten the 
arrival of those new airplanes. 


The organization operates out of his home 


in the woods, a home he designed himself 
with peace and quiet in mind. "If someone 
wants to watch television, or run Hie dish- 
wiisiier, it won't disturb the ones who don't 
uire to listen. It's in the, placement of the 
wills and doors." 


Sure enough, a conversation with John 


Tyler in his living room is undisturbed. Well, 
almost. 


"Do you hear that?" he said, interrupting 


himself. The distant drone of a single-engine, 
airplane cuts through the suburban solitude. 


"If you're on Hie flight path of an airport, 


even a small airport, •there's no escaping the 
noise. As things stand now, there also is very 
little the victim of noise can do about it." 


John Tyler knows that frustration. 
"Just after I was married, in 1935. wo lived 


in a rural area near Williamsporl, Pa. Very 
isolated, very quiet. 


"We bought a gas refrigerator and the 


thing gurgled. I sent it back and they sent me 
a new one. It gurgled. 1 son! it back, and the 
next one gurgled, and the next.. Finally 1 
tlircw up my hands and submitted." 


lie also knows how unsettling noise can he. 


Working for the Pratt and Whitney company 
which builds airplane engines, he asked 
fellow employees to help him conduct noise 
level tests. The volunteers were made'to 
stand in a chamber in which the engine roar 
was gradually increased. 


"We had plenty of volunteers. Hut when 1 


asked some lo come back a second-time,, they 
refused.

experience." 


However unpleasant, some victims feel 


noise is inevitable in today's society and, like 
John Tyler and his refrigerator, submit. 


lie cited the experience of people living 


along an expressway In Los Angeles. Those 
who lived in expensive homes in Beverly 
Hills complained about, the noise of the 
trucks. Those in low-cost homes along the 
smie expressway complained not about Hie 
highway noise bill the fact that il masked the 
noise of thieves breaking into their homes. 


"They had already reached the point where 


they figured there was nothing to be done 
aboul the noise. That's :t sad situation." 


Indeed. To you in your struggle, John 


Tyler, let il be shouted from the housetops, 
atoive the din. loud and clear: Grind hick.

The utility blames the delays on difficulty in obtaining 
financing in 11)74 and additional federal safely regulations which 
have pushed back the completion date. The contract was nego- 
tiated in 1!)74. Bulb companies say it is outdated, hi a joint 
announcement Monday, Dow and Consumers Power said issues to 
be re-negotiated include the sale of purchased power and 
processed steam to the Midland-based chemical company. 


Blues Want To Stem Tide 


DETROIT (AP) — A limit on hospital cost )iicrt!;ist-s is the 


latest weapon to bo employed by Michigan Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
to stum the rising tide of health care. The Blues will set a 1^.51 
percent cost-increase ceiling on inpatient care for 1078 under a 
program announced this week and approved by an overwhelming 
vote of 225 participating hospitals. The hospitals will be reim- 
bursed according to their prospective budgets for the coming 
year, subject to approval by a review committee. 


Previously, hospital costs were audited at the end ol' each year, 


By 
making hospitals submit their budgets, complete with inflation 
allowances, officials of the health insurer predict it will lake three 
to five years to bring hospital costs and the cost of living in line.

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BOXER GAINS LUCRATIVE PACT 
CBS Abuses TV Power

NKW YORK (AP) — Among the more startling revelations to 


come out of last week's House Communications Committee 
hearings in Washington were the terms of CBS' contract with 
boxer Howard Davis. 


Until the hearings, CBS steadfastly had refused to reveal de- 


tails of its deal with Davis. And with good reason. The contract is 
a clear example of TV's abuse of power. 


The deal, which began last March 3, gives CBS exclusive 


rights to Davis' bouts through 1980. Through the first 18 months 
he gels 540,000 for each si.x-round bout and 850,000 for each 
eight-rounder. 


But during the second 18 months Davis gets $200.000 per fight 


if he agrees to pay his opponent br.$166,667 per bout if CBS pays 
the opposition. Davis also, apparently, picks his own opponent. 


What this means is that Davis can select some worthless pugj 


offer him $5,000 and keep $195,000 for himself. The obvious op- 
portunities for chicanery arc enormous. What kind of an op- 
ponent is Davis going to pick under a deal like that? A cheap one 
no doubt. And how hard is the opponent going to fight if he's 
taking on the guy who signs his paycheck? And what if the op- 
ponent is offered more to lose than to win? And what about the 
public? How can CBS promote a sham like this as a legitimate 
bout? Isn't that an out and out deception? 


CBS' answer to all this is that the deal was negotiated by the 


business department and sports had nothing to do with it. 
. Network officials say they realize they made a bad deal and 
are trying to get out of it. But Davis' people are reluctant to 
change the terms. No wonder.

."honesty" test since 1951, says large and'small employers 
from banks to grocery stores increasingly "are requesting Hie 


• test in an attempt to cut down on internal thefts.

year," said ,1. Kenneth Frederic, director of marketing for the 
firm. "GohiK back four years, we were probably running 8,000' 
or 7,000."

Most of the increased requests for the test have come from 


the retailers — department stores, grocery chains, electronics 
and stereo shops — "but we test everyone from candidates for 


board president to sweepers on a maintenance crew," a 
spokesman said.' / 


"I don't want to say that hUernal.crime is mushrooming, but 


that is what is happening," said tho spokesman. "It has grown 
by leaps and bounds 'and tJwt is one of Mio reasons for the 
increased use of the test." 


"Another aspect is,that in the past, employers were hesitant 


to identity their theft problem as internal," Frederick said. 
"After all, no one wants to say the guy he's been going to lunch 
with for the past 20 years, or maybe the guy he hired, has ixxm 
stealing from him. They used to blame the problem on 


shoplifters and clerical errors but tho National Retail 
Merchants Association now says'that 80 percent of all inven- 
tory shrinkage is due to internal theft."

to fend for themselves. Deer 
hunting season opens Tuesday. 


- "We aren't trying to make 
pets ill' them they have to return 
lo the wild." said Schinkel. Me 
added however that bis Ihree 
children have gone so far as to 
name the deer Flag and Fodder. 


The deer gra/e in the field 


and Schinkel supplements their 
diet with apples, corn and hay. 


Me said he hopes lo return them 
to the wild at the end of 
December, "if they aren't still 
ton lame." 


The liny red squirrel in the 


garage, is one of Ihree found 
last August in a lighlning-blast- 
ed tree. The mother had been 
killed, and the babies, whose 
eyes were not yd open, were 
nearly 
dead of 
starvation, 


Schinkel said. 


"We fed them formula from 


an eyedropper for two weeks," 
said Schinkel. 


The squirrels became very 


tame 
and 
dependent 
upon 


Schinkel for food, but two were 
heallhy 
and 
self-sufficient 


enough to he released aboiii two 


\\eeks ago, and Schinkel said 
one of them "still hangs around 
llie house." 


"This one was llie runt, and 


we thought we should keep" him 
a liitle longer, said Schinkel. as 
the bright-eyed liitle fellow ran 
up and down Ins arms and 
around his neck. "Ouch' Don't 
bile! "he added. 


Schinkel hopes to release the 


last .squirrel soon, but said all of 
them will have to be provided 
with food this winter. 


"They didn't have time to 


slore any fond, and they haven't 
really learned to hunt for it on 
their own yet." Schinkel warned 
Ibat wild animals should never 
be kepi as pels. "It is had for 


the animal, and it's illegal." he 
said. 


Me warned also that wounded 


or sick wild anirmnVshould IK- 
laken to a veterinarian or to a 
nature center, where personnel 
are trained lo care for it. "A 
wild animal ofien 
requires 


special food, and care can be 
time consuming and expensive, 
A wild animal can be slarving In 
death while seemingly happy. 
and die in a couple of hours," lie 
emphasi/ed. 


Unless an animal is obviously 


injured or helpless, il should lie 
left alone, Schinkel said. "Often 
the animal can take better care 
of itself than any person can." 
he concluded.

shmv on NBC, Sieve Allen tried to install 25 minutes of seriousness 
in which major historic figures, played by actors, discussed major 
i ues. 


After a three-week dl'bate, he says, NBC said no dice. But Allen, 


in addition to being a comedian, songwriter, author, actor, pimiLst 
and struggling trumpet player, also is persistent. 


And HOW, he's readying a second season of that 1958 idea, called 
Meeting of Minds," for airing early next year over the 200-plus 


public TV stations of the Public Broadcasting Service. 


\b with the last effort, there'll be six one-hour shows. In them, 


Thespians posing as notables ranging from Florence Nightingale 
to the Marquis de Sarte will discuss themselves and'their times. 


They'll also exchange ideHS «s tl?o spying goes, on various 


issues, the exchange written in conversational style'by Allen, who 
dors the series at public TV station KCET here. 


The show's intent is simple, he says: "To make people think." 
Controversy that came after NRG first rejected his idea kept the 


project alive, he says, After the rejection, Allen fans sought and 
got his OK to'do the pressed "Meeting" in local productions. 


He even participated in one that was recorded for the Pacific 


chain of non-commercial radio stations. A few years later, he 
repeated the segment on a Jute-night slunvlic hasted for the 
Westinghouse group.

Luring d'Usseau, nut it up for local Emmy awards," Allen 
explained.

"A lot <if Ihose 
people have bought lousy — 
sometimes even unsafe — in- 
sulation." 


The program includes warn- 


ings lo between 200 and IllJt) 
manufacturers and .suppliers 
that they could bu subject to 
civil suits and fines of up to 
SUMMI';) (hiy if engaged in such 
advertising. 


"We expect most people to 


voluntarily change their con- 
duct," siiid one FTC lawyer. But 
he said the commission is 
prepared to subpoena records 
and initiate civil suits if viola- 
tions persist. 


The commission also is ex- 


[H-cled lo approve within a few 
weeks a new trade rule which, 
for the I'irsl time, would require 
Ihe disclosure of substantiated 
"H-valne" ratings both in ad- 
vertising and packaging. With 
(line allowed for necessary 
hearings and comments, the 
rule could be put into effect in 
aboui a year, an FTC spokes- 
man said.
